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OMI  Responds 
To  Ocean 
View  Gym 

A  resounding  response  from 
the  OMI  Community  was  ap¬ 
parent  at  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  on  December  9  regard¬ 
ing  funds  to  be  approved  for 
the  refurbishing  of  the  Ocean 
View  Gym  that  was  gutted  by 
fire  last  June. 

Along  with  members  of  the 
OMI  Association  and  represen¬ 
tatives  from  the  Ingleside 
Youth  Council,  a  number  of 
students  from  St.  Michaels, 
accompanied  by  Sister  Enda 
and  Sister  O’Rourke,  made  it 
clear  to  Supervisor  Dorothy 
von  Beroldingen,  Chairwoman 
of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  Supervisor  Robert  Men¬ 
delsohn,  that  they  were  there 
to  be  heard  and  get  some¬ 
thing  done. 

Paul  Yuke,  Business  Man¬ 
ager.  for  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  and  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  OMI,  introduced  Mr. 
Joseph  Caverly,  General  Man¬ 
ager  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department.  Mr.  Cav¬ 
erly  reported  that  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  and  Park  Commission 
had  passed  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  repairing  the  gym 
last  August. 

The  mayor  authorized  $24,- 
000  for  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  on  the  repairs.  Mr. 
Caverly  stated,  "It  will  take 
about  six  weeks  at  the  most  to 
get  the  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  made  up.”  How  soon 
will  the  actual  work  get 
started  and  be  completed 
once  the  plans  are  made  up?” 
asked  Mike  Mooney,  coordin¬ 
ator  of  the  OMI  Association. 
"And  what  about  the  needed 
$226,000  for  the  repairs  —  how 
soon  will  we  know  if  the 
money  has  been  approved?” 
continued  Mr.  Mooney.  Con¬

Initiative  Taken  By 
Balboa  Adult  Students 

Positive  action  was  taken  by  the  students  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  M,arty  Sousani  regarding  two  very  necessary  needs  for 
Balboa  Adult  Night  School.  Flood  lights  at  the  front  of  Balboa 
during  the  evening  class  hours 
and  a  patrol  car  during  the 
same  hours  were  sorely 
needed. 


Two  petitions  were  circu¬ 
lated,  one  to  provide  flood 
lights  and  the  other  a  patrol 
car.  More  than  225  signatures 
were  obtained. 

The  petition  for  the  flood 
lights  was  sent  to  Mr.  Wilbert 
G.  Vestneys,  Superintendent, 
Buildings  &  Grounds,  stating 
the  need,  due  to  purse  snatch- 
ings,  car  vandalism,  etc.  If 
the  problems  persisted,  stu¬ 
dents  would  be  discouraged 
from  attending  evening 
classes.  Three  weeks  later 
flood  lights  were  installed  and 
operating. 

The  second  petition  request¬ 
ing  a  patrol  car  was  sent  to 
Captain  James  Ludlow  of  the 
Ingleside  Police  Station. 

The  concerned  students  ap¬ 
pealed  to  Captain  Ludlow  for 
the  same  reasons  given  in  the 
petition  for  flood  lights.  One 
week  later  a  patrol  car  was  on 
duty  at  Balboa  Adult  Night 
School. 


OMI  Action 

Carlin  Simmons  and  Vernon 
Wallace,  members  of  the  OMI 
Beautification  Committee, 
met  with  Captain  Ludlow  of 
the  Ingleside  Police  Station 
recently,  to  discuss  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  abandoned  cars. 

As  a  result  of  this  meeting, 
47  cars  lost  their  permanent 
residence  in  the  OMI  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

■  Captain  Ludlow  elaborated 
to  Simmons  and  Wallace  the 
difficulty  involved  in  this  po¬ 
lice  round-up.  To  avoid  having 
an  automobile  towed  away, 
owners  will  move  them  to 
another  location  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  —  still  creating  the 
problem  of  too  many  cars  on 
the  streets,  thus,  putting  them 
in  the  same  category  as  aban¬ 
doned  cars. 

Captain  LudlcfVv  stressed 
that  it  is  important  for  the 
community  to  complain  about 
this  situation.  Something  can 
be  done  only  when  it  is  known 
that  there  is  a  problem.  Resi¬ 
dents  are  encouraged  to  call 
553-9111  to  report  an  aban¬ 
doned  car.

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Dialogue  With 

Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

‘Tis  the  season  to  be  jolly  —  with  some  notable  exceptions 
such  as  the  many  Californians  struck  by  economic  or  medical 
misfortune  who  now  face  a  personal  crisis  because  of  the  State 
government’s  financial  crisis. 

None  should  deny  that  the  budge t-and-tax  squeeze  emergency 
does  exist.  But  the  unfair  across-the-board  slashes  in  welfare 
and  Medi-Cal  being  ordered  by  the  Sacramento  administration 
come  at  a  strange  time. 

They  come  when  the  need  for  State  support  of  the  blameless 
unemployed  is  needed  the  most,  when  California  is  running  a 
7  per  cent  jobless  rate,  far  above  the  national  average. 

A  full  one-half  of  the  State’s  welfare  cost  overrun  is  due  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  recession.  It  is  represented  in  added  aid  made  nec¬ 
essary  for  families  where  the  father  or  mother  has  become  un¬ 
employed. 

The  across-the-board  ''economy”  cuts  ordered  in  Sacramento 
are  temporary  solutions. 

But  a  real  State  budget  crisis  exists  in  1971  totally  apart  from 
welfare  and  Medi-Cal  cost  increases.  Some  $243  million  in  the 
present  year’s  budget  comes  from  tax  revenue  available  this 
year  only.  So  the  Governor  has  known  since  last  July  that  this 
$243  million  would  be  replaced  in  1971  by  a  tax  increase  in  this 
amount. 

New  taxes  will  be  proposed.  And  executive  branch  publicists 
will  be  busy,  painting  all  welfare  recipients  as  shiftless  beggars 
and  those  qualified  for  Medi-Cal  as  malingerers. 

What  can  your  Legislature  do  about  it  all?  On  the  defensive 
side,  it  can  make  certain  that  the  needed  new  levies  do  not  fall 
upon  those  already  overburdened  including  the  homeowner  and  I 
the  elderly.  It  can  do  something  about  the  welfare  mess, 
which  now  is  clearly  out  of  kilter  from  both  the  taxpayer’s  and 
the  honestly  unfortunate  recipient’s  view. 

I  will  be  introducing  legislation  concerning  all  of  this.  First 
will  be  an  attempt  to  overcome  the  Administration’s  reluctance 
to  impi'ove  the  WIN  program  —  the  work  incentive  plan  under 
which  family  heads  on  welfare  with  a  real  desire  to  be  self-sus¬ 
taining  are  trained  for  fields  with  better  job  opportunities. 

During  the  last  session,  the  Administration  blocked  my  at¬ 
tempts  to  improve  this  highly  successful  system  for  getting 
people  off  the  welfare  rolls.  But  a  partial  victory  was  achieved, 
by  persuading  the  budget  makers  to  maintain  the  WIN  program 
at  its  1969-70  level.

ceptual  skills. 

The  information  received  is 
recorded  on  a  profile  chart 
which  is  used  by  the  child’s 
teacher  not  only  in  planning 
her  class  program  to  better 
meet  the  needs  of  each  child, 
but  also  in  conferring  with  the 
child’s  parents.  When  the  pro¬ 
file  results  are  discussed,  the 
parents  are  given  a  booklet 
which  contains  specific  sugges¬ 
tions  for  games  and  activities 
that  can  be  done  at  home  in 
order  to  improve  their  child’s 
level  of  performance  in  areas 
where  he  shows  weakness. 

The  inventory  was  conduct¬ 
ed  as  a  joint  community-school 
effort  with  para-professionals, 
parents,  volunteers,  and  float¬ 
ing  teachers  assisting  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  OMI-CEPP  staff.

School  student  body  is  con¬ 
centrating  on  two  school-wide 
centers  of  interest:  Negro  his¬ 
tory  and  ecology.  We  have 
been  arranging  for  speakers, 
films,  plays,  and  study  ma¬ 
terials  related  to  these  stu¬ 
dies  in  both  assemblies  and 
classrooms. 

Another  of  our  major 
achievements  is  our  monthly 
school  newspaper.  The  main 
purpose  of  our  newspaper  is  to 
keep  students  active  and  well- 
informed.  It  will  be  three  to 
five  pages  long  and  will  in¬ 
clude  dates,  times,  and  loca¬ 
tions  of  major  meetings,  mes¬ 
sages  from  the  principal  or 
student  body  president,  puz¬ 
zles,  cartoons,  information  on 
special  events,  notes  on  items 
discussed  at  student  council 
meetings,  stories,  committee 
reports,  fun  facts,  and  mis¬ 
cellaneous  articles. 

Two  successful  drives  have 
been  conducted,  the  aluminum 
can  drive  and  the  Hogan  Kit 
collection.  In  the  aluminum 
can  drive  students  collect 
aluminum  cans  that  are 
turned  in  to  a  recycling  plant 


The  money  is  used  to  buy 
books  for  our  school  library. 
By  doing  this  we  are  not  only 
cleaning  up  our  environment 
but  also  helping  our  school. 
Two  collections  have  been 
held  so  far.  In  the  first  we  col¬ 
lected  a  total  of  2,620  cans 
which  brought  $13.10.  The 
second  collection  brought  us 
$40.40  with  a  total  of  8,080 
cans. 

The  Hogan  Kit  collection 
was  our  Red  Cross  Youth 
Project  for  November  and 
December.  Hogan  Kits  are 
collections  of  educational 
items  and  playthings  donated 
by  students  and  distributed 
among  the  Navajo  Indian 
children  by  the  Red  Cross. 
Our  school  filled  82  kits  with 
eleven  items  in  each.  This 
means  more  than  one  item  do¬ 
nated  by  every  child  en¬ 
rolled  in  our  school. 

We  are  pleased  about  what 
we  are  accomplishing,  .  but 
probably  our  most  important 
achievement  is  more  freedom 
and  power  for  the  student:  in 
expressing  and  carrying  out 
ideas,  suggestions,  and  opin¬ 
ions.

Mike  Mooney  summed  it  up 
by  saying,  “the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  those  represent¬ 
ing  the  city  won't  forget  the 
OMI  so  quickly.  Nor  will  they 
soon  forget  Sister  O'Rourke, 
who  interrupted  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  proceedings  to  make 
sure  that  the  issue  of  the 
Ocean  View  Gym  was  put  on 
the  docket.  And  all  those  kids 
—  learning  and  taking  part  in 
a  vital  issue  concerning  their 
community.” 

Added  Note:  It  was  reported 
in  the  Sunday  issue  of  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  &  Chronicle  on  De¬ 
cember  13,  four  days  following 
the  Finance  Committee  meet¬ 
ing,  that  Supervisor  Roger 
Boas  called  for  immediate  ac¬ 
tion  to  rebuild  the  gym  after 
discovering  $405,000  in  a  15 
year  old  recreation  bond  ac¬ 
count. 

Both  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  and  Mayor  Alioto  were  un¬ 
aware  that  these  bonds,  part 
of  a  $12  million  bond  measure 
which  voters  authorized  in 
1955,  were  available  when 
they  were  approached  by  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Com¬ 
mission  requesting  $250,000 
for  the  renovation  of  the  gym. 

Boas  also  noted  (hat  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
repair  out  of  property  taxes, 
and  repaying  the  bonds  would 
be  a  small  fraction  of  one 
penny  in  the  tax  rate  over  the 
next  few  years. 

It  was  also  reported  in  the 
Examiner  &  Chronicle  article 
that  people  from  the  Ocean 
View-Merced  Heights-Ingle- 
side  Neighborhood  came  out  in 
throngs  to  urge  the  Super¬ 
visors'  Finance  Committee  for 
a  definite  -construction  time¬ 
table. 

At  this  writing,  no  decision 
had  been  made  yet  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.
